Nearly Every Section of Kentucky Was Attacked By This 
Scourge In 1913 and the Same Trouble Can Be Ex- 
pected Aflain This Year The iVtethods of Control 





During the uprlng o( nineteen tbir- 1 
teen, Kentucky passed through a very ; 
Mvere MOttrga ot green^apple apbts, 
Bor* MmiBoalT ««Uad plant lice. 
Nearly every apple-growing section of 
the state was attacked and In some 

Instances the crop fc.i iln i nn was 

a complete loss duo lo ih<' l iiviigeB of 
this little pest. Since wo aic liable 
to a repetltlou of this xnmo trouble 
«ntll this year, it is well to call the 
ginwers' atteation to it before it is 
to« late. 

Th« work ol the aphla ia ramiUar to 
•veryone who haa had any eiparience 
In an orchard. Their preaeiwe is 
naoally ekaraeterUed by the curling of 
tko l«KT«a and malformation of the 
bkMioma and fruit. In orchards where 
the aphis has been pnrticiilftrly bad 
tho provloiix season, many K"'irly HI- 
formed apples Will be found clinging 
to the tiers long after tho leaves drop. 
If the Injury were conllned to the 
fruit alone, it would not be so bad, 
but tka aphis also ntta( Kb the young 
growing ahoota, thereby weakening 
them and the tree ao that the chances 
for a atand of (rult another aeaaon is 
greatly lenened. 




The life history of the green ai]hi8 
is quite complex. Small, shiny, black 
eggs are laid In the fall usually on the 
tips of twigs under the huil scales and 
on roughened areas of the branch. 
About tho time the leaves are begin- 
ning to burst forth In the spring the 
aphides appear. They are small, 
greoniah yellow inaecta, and are usual- 
ly found on the under aide of the 
tetvea. Aa tho aeaaon adrancea and 
thMr numbera increaae. tkey apread 
to the nearby atoma, leavoa and 
branches.

Since the aphis appears in succes- 
sive broods, growers must he on the 
watch for them niul apply some rem- 
edy for their cimtiol Inii.icillalely 
upon their niipearaiice. Siieilal effort 
should be made to iliecl; the first 
broods so as to lessen the danger ol 
attMka Intor on. 

Apklda belong to a dasa of in 
secta known aa ancklng iniecta, benoe 
the methods of control must neces- 
sarily be some form ot contact Inaec- 
tlcide. Thorough spraying With iMvng 
lime-sulfur in the spring Just before 
the buds slait to swell is beneficial in 
that the (oating ol llniesulfur will 
cause the dealli <•! Hoine of the eggs. 
This application luckily coincides with 
the application for San Jose scale and 
it la another argument in favor of the 
dormant apray. 

HoweTer, tbla appllcaUon dpea not 
get all of the egga and in many caaes 
tbe trees become affected before the 
grower is aware that anything Is 
wrong. A condition of this kind calls 
for prompt attention since an aiipH- 
cation of spray iii.'iterial will not be as 
effective after the leaves have once 
curled. Strong llnie sulfur can not be 
used at Ihls time In comhallng aphis 
because of ilie danger of ruining the 
foliage. The common practice is to 
use kerosene emulaion or aome form 
ot tobacco extract. 

Kerosene emulaion conalata of oil 
emulslfled with aoap and may be pre- 
pared as follows: Hard aoap bait 
pound, water one gallon and keroaene 
two gallons. Tbe scop should Urat be 
thoroughly dissolved in boiling water 
and then the kerosene added. The 
mixture should then be thoroughly 
agitated until If is <'reamy white in 
color. It ma^' then be diluted at the 
rate of one part of emulsion to ten 
or twelve parts of water. and n|)|ilied. 

The tobacco apraya are more com- 
monly used than any other and are 
generally more effective. Tbey may 
b« ' safely used against all kinda of 
aphis and on all planta. Tobacco 
sprays may be purcbaaed already pre- 
pared or they may be made at home. 
For all ordinary purposes the commer- 
cial product is to be preferred because 
It saveii the time and labor of prepar- 
ation and bec ause It is usually mors 
ui:iform. The most widely used coin- 
menial form is known as "filack 
l,eaf--I0." The tobacco spraying may 
be used alone or it may be combined 
with the arsenate ot lead lime-aultur 
application that should be glvoa tor 
scab, codling motb and curcullo about 
this time. When it ia desirable to 
use the "Black L«at-40" without lime- 
sulfur, the addition of soai) will great- 
ly aid the spray in spreadliiK over the 
leaver. If combined with lime-sulfur, 
llrst dilute the lime-sulfur to the re- 
(|ulred strength and then add the 
"Hlaik l-eaf 10" Ht the rate of one 
part to Sino or ".mo parts of the diluted 
bulution. 

Tbe aphis takes advantage of the 
curled leaves, thereby protecting itself 
from any of ita natural enemies. It ia 
of little tme to apray after tbe leaves 
are badly curled because It is almost 
impossible to reach tbe aphia in ita 
leafy folds. If the leaves are Just 
starting to <url, a spray applied with 
great force into the folds where tbe 
plant lice are working will be effect- 
ive. For best results an angle nozzle 
Is to be preferred to the ordinary 
straight noz/.le because it will be eas- 
ier to reach the under side of the 
leaves where tbe plant lice are at 
work.— J. H. Carmody, Department of 
Horticulture, Ky. Bxpt. Station.

A further suggestion may be made:

Some of 
the injured m-i <l corn slious cviilenf 
traces of a pink fungus la t^i^arlum), 
which Is frequenily observed on ear* 
of corn grown in the state. Such corn 
Is likely to germinate feebly and to 
become the prey of insects. Care 
taken to avoid corn bearing the mold, 
and treatment before planting with 
tar, ahottid greatly help in avoiding 
this maggot and also other peata whioh 
prey upon germinating corn.—H. Oar- 
man, Head of Division of Entomology 
and Botany, Kentucky Experiment 
Station.

My sister was 
the wife of Dr. Francia Aabary Mott, 
well remembered there, with whom I 
passed my first year as medical atudent. 
I write of New Harmony as I knew it 
over half a century ago — as I there 
learned to know of it, s^dce laying of 
rtie cornerstone! 

1 can only brielly <tnmmari/e: many 
pages could give only outlines, and 
feebly; a volume eould aloue detail the 
facts, marvelous to tke verge of ro- 
mance. 

(leofge liapp, of Uerniuny. was the 
original founder of Harmonie, comKig

<if events. It is history that he was 
a man of force, di irai ter. sliun^- con 
victioiiH, little iMlucation, stiiiie niealii 
A nod-fearing man, he was yet a dls- 
wnter from the prevailing religiiM of 
bis time ainl place, he. and numerous 
followers, not accepting the married 
estate — practicing celibacy, nnd his gov 
erning idea being to establish a com- 
munity with this the vital principle. 
This deM'lopi.l iipposilioii, ultimate 



|>ereerutiiAi, leading le emigratioa to 

free America, there to enlarge upon his 
rherlsheil propagitnda. He founded his 
romniuuity u|n>b this basis, in Pennsyl- 
vania in ItOS. Aftar abotrt tea years 
of this, haviag aeeaoMlated aaaey, they 
}>urchased 20,000 acres of laniKin south- 
ef i ladiaaa to which New Harmony is 
aow emtfaL Tkaa began the ancient 
town, apoB theae prlnciplea baaed and 
controlled wholly by the Kappiata. 

Uod and nature were generoua be- 
yond eompare to tke chosen alie. To 
hand for the atufdy advMturea were the 
beautifal river and its undulatiug 
banka; the enchanting iaiand and its 
bewltehlBf foliage^ the ehdieaa acres 
of virgin eon. aeiAfilBgly hanger for 
tho awak)«aing touch; the bewildering 
forests swaying iu graceful welcome— 
'twas a dream! And 'tis in evidrtice 
ti day that the nervy Rappists were not 
i<lle. As If by magic, within ten thort 
years laine handsome streets) brick, 
stone and franio buildings— dwellings, 
fa&toriea, shops, church; the materi.i! 
for all home-made; the atone quarrioil 
from the hilti; lumber a^.id logs from 
the forests; lime from cmslo'd iiiiissel 
shells; miles of feueing, endless hinge.'t; 
latcbea, doora, gatea, with never a nail 
—only wooden pega. Their eaaoea were 
lug out of logs. All Ihia was told me, 
tiiiie and again, till " faiiiili.'tr as a 
household word."

'TIS a famous horticultural 
deoiga^ eoaetructed of flowiiig shrubs 
and vinee enclooing' -a Hermitage— « 
snninier house, with louyli exterior, but 
within oruaineutal a'.id beautifully tur- 
Dished. The waike aboat were a per 
feet maze. 

With the following 1 was in freipii'n' 
touch, and — 'twas touching! At one 
aide of towa, encloaed by a brick wall, 
abont ais feet high, eapped with gran- 
ite, was thi' Pajipites ' cemetery, enibrac 
iiig four or live m-res, in whii h slept 
hundreds of their dead. It would Mever 
preaeat to any one as a burial place, us 
there were no mounds, stones or monu- 
iiii'iits to mark a ;."-a>e nf any one 
naught but shrubs ancl flliw ers about tin' 
laat renting place. The same equalil> 
was preaerved in death that character 
ired their phenomMal lives. When th.' 

Iinvn was sold, this acrea;.'e was r r\ 

ed, as sacred to the dead. And the lo 
custa were replaced with ever-living 
cedar afiid pine, that the Kappitea' may 
live ever, in the coming memories. Ve.s, 
it was touching!
